At 2:80 this morning General Sheridan 


was reported to havo boon sleeping quietly 
for two hours. His condition remained un- 
changed.

DColoiiel Kellogg, ivlio camo out pt tho 
house soon after tho midnight bulletin was 
issued, said it did not state tho case any 
too strongly. Ho had visited tho sick 
cliambcr a. few moments before and was 
surprised at tho indications ol improve- 
ment. Ko was at General Sheridan's bed- 
side yesterday morning at 7 o'clock when his 
life seemed to bo at the lowest ebb since 
bis sickr.css began. The doctors then bo- 
licved that tho fated moment had arrived. 
They all expressed tho bcliel that ho would 
expire in a few moments ar.d were greatly 
surprised when a short timo afterward 
ho bogm to improve, "When Colonel Kel- 
logg again visited the General at mid- 
night he was both surprised and de- 
lighted to Und such a change for tho belter. 
Colonel Blunt was also cheerful and Mr. 
Moxley, who supplies the oxygen adminis- 
tered to the General, could not restrain, his 
surprise wh.cn ho four) d him so muea bettor.

Among Ean Clnlro Kcal-Kntnto Hold- 
ers. 
HJXXEAPOLIS, Minn., May 29.—The offi- 


cers of tho St. Croix and La Crosso District 
Land Office, in Wisconsin, while looking 
over the old records and filings in tho ofllco 
at St. 
Croix, havo discovered about 


1,000 
old land patents, which havo 


boon missing for over thirty years. Tho 
entries for these patents were in regular 
form and they were properly issued from 
the Land Offlco at Washington, but while 
this was being done tho district was di- 
vided, ar.d liy some error tho documents 
wcro scut to tho wrong office and Lave laid 
forgotten in tho vaults ever since. They 
bear date from 1SOO to ISu-t, and are signed 
by President James Buchanan. lu addition 
to many sections of farm land these patents 
cover much of tho area oi tho city ot Eau 
Claire.

Do you know that tho three great poets 


of tho world -ivoro totally blind? Homer, 
Ossian, John Milton. Do you know that Mr. 
Prcseott, who wroto that enchanting book, 
"Tho Conquest ol Mexico," never saw 
Mexico—could not oven see tho paper on 
which ho was writing! A framework 
across the sheet, between which, up and 
down, went tho pen immortal. Do you 
know that Gambassio, tho sculptor, coul d 
not see the raarblo boioro him, or tho 
chisel with which ho cut it into shapes bo- 
ivitchingl Do yon know that Alexander- 
Pope, whose poems will last as ioi'.R as the 
EuRllsh lansuaRC, was so much ol' an in- 
valid that ho had to be sowed up every 
morning in rouRh canvas in order to stand 
on his feet at alii 


Do you know that Stuart, the celebrated 


painter, did much of his wonderful work 
•under the shadow o£ the dungeon, where 
he had been unjustly imprisoned for debt? 
Do yon know that Demosthenes 1>J' almost 
superhuman exertioa lirsthad to conquer 
tho lisp of his own speech before ho con-

elated that he nod been unable to dis- 
pose ottuo windmill,.tank and pipe in 


the court house park, and on his motion 
tbo oity clerk was directed to cause tho 
same to be advertised for sale in "" 
daily and weekly papers, ani to sell 
tbo highest biddsr. 


Aid. Smith, from the special commit- 


tee on fountains, stated that be had been 
in Chicago and had secured illustrations lhe 
o£ different stylss ot fountains, wbich sqaare TOhf)re four 
were in tbo clerk's offico for the inspec- 
tion ot the aldermen. He had only re- 
ceived ono bid ta furnish the fountain?, 
but that our homo dealers desired to put 
in bidd for tho fountains. After the 
question of procuring fountains had been 
thoroughly discussed aod explained, on 
motion ol Aid. McLean, Aids, Norria 
and Horn were added to the oommittee. 
and the committee were instructed to 
ascertain the otylo of fountains required 
aud report to the council at the next 
meeting. And also to procure bids for 
fnrmsbing the some. 


Aid. Hanthorn took his seat. 
Aid. Conrad atatod that bo hud boon 


requested by tho board ot trustees of 
Oak Hill Cemetery Association, to iisk 
iho city to donate to tho association tbe 
fountain now at the court house park- 
The fountain was paid for by private sub- 
scription, and as it wB9 to be replaced by 
a new one and would then be of no use to 
tho oity, it was no more than right that 
tho city should donate it to the cemetery 
association. Aid. Conrad had collected 
tbo subscriptions wleu he was alderman 
]nlS82. Th& proaent fountain at tbe 
cemetery wss going to decay end he 
wonid more to give it to tbo association- 
Adopted. 


Aid, Judd oame in and took bis Beat. 
Aid. Fathers stated that School Com- 


missioner Wilson bad asked him about 
tho water supply for the school buildings. 
The matter was referred to the commit- 
tee on schools, to report at the next 
meeting. 


Aid. McLean, that tho oity olerS cause 


tue oonnuil chamber and city offices to 
bo renovated and thoroughly oleaned. 
Adopted. 


Aid, McLean, that tbe street commis- 


sioner repair the concrete sidewalk on 
tho south side of Central school property. 
Adopted. 


Aid. Baker, that the street commission, 


er olean out ail the gutters in the first 
ward under tbo direction of tbo aldermen 
o: that ward. 
Adopted. 


Aid. Baker, that the street commis- 


sioner repair Bsvine street from Wash- 
ington to Pearl. Adopted. 


Aid. Baker, to lay n We drain at tho 


intersection of Wall and Washington 
streets, along the east side oJ Wash- 
ington street. Adopted. 


Aid, Horn, that the time for paving 


Milwaukee street be extended ten days. 
Aid. Horn stated that the unfavorable 
weather had mode this extension neces- 


Bsry, ana no blamo could be pnt upon 
tho contractor. Motion adopted. 


At tho request ot John Martin & Co. 


Aid. Horn offered an order allowing said 
Martin & Co. 8100 as part payment tor 
removing dirt from the street^wbioh had 
boon placed thereon by the city after the 
contract fo. pavias bad been awarded. 


Aid. Horn elated that tbo whole bill 


for removing this surplus dirt would 
amount to four or fivo hundred dollar?, 
and that tho city portion of it would bs 
about S150. 


A dispute arose as to what fund should 


pay tbe bills—tbo ward or general fund. 
The second and third ward members 
maintaining that it should be paid from 
tho first, fourth and filth wsrd funds, 
while tbe members representing tbe first, 
fourth and fifth insisted that it was a 
charge upon tbe genp^ fund. 


Aid. Jncld remarked that some exten- 


sive repaiiB were necessary on East Mil- 
waukee street in removing refuse dirt, 
and Busafsted it also ba paid trom the 
general fund, although heretofore tho 
second and third wards had paid suob 
bills, 


Aid, McLean moved that when the 


removal of the Wost Milwaukee street 
dirt is paid for it bo from the general 
fund.

He thought it all prejadiuo on the part 
of tho first ward aldermen to loonte it at 
tbo corn exchange. 


Aid. McLean favored tbo fourth ward 


park. Ho did not doubt the first ward 
aldermon waatod tho fonntain in that 
ward. He never saw tbe time tbo first 
ward didn't want the onrth if they oonld 
get it. Thspark was a beautiful piece 
of ground and all it needed was im- 
provement. K the city didn t want to 
do that better sell it. 


Aid, Baker believed in the greatest
